Dear Michelle: 


In view of you wishing to describe the artistry on the 1779 South Caroline paper money issue I am now ina 
position to help you. I went to my bank vault and pulled out my collection. I am enclosing images of the 
face and back of my holdings so you can study them. 


I know you are checking other things Coram might have done. 


I wrote in my book that the back of the SEVENTY DOLLAR and the FIFTY DOLLAR bills had the 
inscription of “T. Coram Sc” on the SEVENTY DOLLAR and “T. Coram Sculp” on the FIFTY DOLLAR. 
However, on the back of the SIXTY DOLLAR note there is a flag on each side which has a quarter moon 
which resembles a C, and there is no reason to use this symbol on a Revolutionary War bill. One can 
speculate that this is a subtle way of using the engraver’s initial of his last name. This has never been 
mentioned before so far as I know. 


There is also a very unusual circumstance which arose on the back of the NINETY DOLLAR bill. Just 
below the D of Dollar is a twisting clear ribbon. Possibly the use of the plate to print bills caused it to wear 
in that area. To distinguish a particular group from other bills of that denomination there was added “No11” 
or something similar. It is not clear to me whether the numerals following No. were added to in the course of 
printing so that they might be “1” or “11” or “111”. This should be determined from examples from other 
collections. This addition to the back of the NINETY DOLLAR bills was brought to my attention decades 
ago by Stuart Levine of Marblehead, MA, the well-known numismatic dealer. He and I became close friends 
by virtue of discussing the meaning of this slight change on the back of this NINETY DOLLAR 
denomination. 


If you write an article about this issue of bills, you, of course, should mention that some of them are printed 
on cream colored paper, some on bluish paper, some trimmed close to the edges and some with very large 
margins. 


I believe you should ask other collectors to examine their notes carefully to see if they find any new details. 
Above all, I think you should ask Erik Goldstein at Colonial Williamsburg because they have Joe Lasser’s 
collection, which I am sure has all these denominations. I am sure you know other people who collect this 
issue and could be very helpful. I will be glad to answer any of your inquiries if you telephone me at 314 
727-0850 or email or write me. If you need better images for any article you may write, we can work that 
out. ri
